Recalls How Lights Sizzled 

When He Was A Hoy 

In Xcwninrkel 



Son of a pastor of Trinity 
Methodist churoh from 1886 to 
1888, Rev. G. C. Webber preached 
at Trinity United church last 
Sunday morning, speaking on the 
work of the Lord's Day Alliance, 
for which he has been the gen- 
eral secretary for the last year. 

Mr. Webber recalled attending 
church there as a boy, and re- 
membered the time when electric 
lights were first installed in the 
town and in the church. They 
were the old-fashioned arc 
lights, he explained, which emit- 
ted a continuous sizzle, against 
which the preacher had to con- 
tend. They also gave off con- 
siderable heat, he said. i 

The lost time Mr. Webber was 
in Trinity pulpit was when he 
was a student minister on the 
Queensville-Sharon circuit. 
Shortly after his ordination he 
went to the west, where he spent 
32 years. For the last ten years 
of this time he was field secre- 
tary for the Lord's Day Alliance, 
for the western provinces. 

"Ontario faces £omc very diffi- 
cult ami definite problems so fur 
as Sunday Is concerned," said Mr. 
Webber. He could recall the 
time, he said, when the first non- 
Anglo-Saxon merchant opened a 
store In a certain part of Tor- 
onto, and now there are many 
sections where they arc In the 
majority, threatening the free- 
dom of English-speaking mer- 
chants, as regards observance of 
Sunday, 

"They have no Christian hack- 
ground," ho said, "and attempt to 
carry on business, contrary to 
low and to the beat interests of 
the community." 

The Sunday purchaser has re- 
sponsibilities, as well as the 
Sunday merchant, he said, and 

should not disregard the rights 
of others. 

Speaking of the many national- 
ities living on the Holland Marsh, 
Including Dutch, German, Czechs, 
Japanese, Chinese and a few 
Anglo-Saxons, Mr. Webber said 
that recently some people from 
there hod come to his office, ask- 
ing for help Jn observance of 
Sunday. He made two visits to 
the marsh an a result. 

"The^ Dutch community Is 
anxious tor its Sunday," he said.

Mayor Mistaken, 
States Doctor 



Taking exception to a state- 
ment made by Mayor Dr. S. J. 
Boyd, as reported last week as 
follows, "In the last analysis 
every doctor in town, except mjCr 
sclf, will gel a reduction in his 
business tax, although I am en- 
titled to a larger reduction than 
any of the others," Dr. J, C. R.

Edgar BogftH Loved Native 

Town And Kvory Year 
Of Ms History 

Loved by everyone and loving 
every stick and stone that could 
be called Newmarket, Edgar 
Bogart died at York county hos- 
pital on Friday in his 75th year. 

Steeped in the history of New- 
market, Mr. Bogart cherished 
every relic* of pioneer days that 
he could gather up. His mind 
was a treasure-house of infor- 
mation concerning the people of 
Newmarket. He could trace the 
genealogy of any of the old 
Newmarket families, and when 
called upon could summon from 
the depths of his memory amaz- 
ing details concerning people 

long gone and by many forgot- 
ten. 

With all his love of old things, 
for his home . on Prospect St, 
where he lived a bachelor life, 
was piled deep with relics, manu- 
scripts and clippings, many of 
which should be preserved in a 
Newmarket archives and mus- 
eum, Edgar Bogart was young at 
heart. He was an enthusiastic 
tree-planter. He gave trees to 
the town and he planted trees on 
his own beautiful grounds. An- 
other evidence of his youthful- 
ness was his imo-»*ience with un- 
^"oTc^ivcne-s. jf e would write 

indignant articles for The Era, 
exclaiming at the failure of citi- 
zens or the powers that be to 
beautify the town. Still again, 
he loved to entertain young 
people. He was fond of taking 
a group of young men away on 
a motor-trip for a dinner party 
in Toronto or Stayner, a favorite 
destination. He took a special 
interest in the R. S. A. Bugle 
band and gave this new organi- 
zation a great deal of help. On 
Monday evening of this week a 
groan of ten young men were 
guests of Mr. Bogart at the skat- 
ing carnival in Toronto. Mr. 
Hoitfirt had arranged this treat 
last week before his sudden fail- 



ure. 

One of the most interesting 
chapters in Mr. Bogart's life 
was his stay at the hospital.

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King Needs Trees 
Surveyor Thinks 

Once strong Htrcams and springs 
have dried up, forest! are gone and 
game nnd fish have disappeared In 
King township, according to Ken- 
neth M. Mflyall, M.A., who spoUc on 
the natural history of King town- 
ship, to the Toronto Field Natur- 
alists Club, at the Royal Ontario 
Museum In Toronto on Monday 
evening.- 

Mr. Mnyall has been conducting 
an extensive survey of King town- 
ship, with respect to the effects of 
deforestation and swamp drainage 
on agriculture, on water lovcls and 
on wild life. This survey was fin- 
anced by Aubrey Davis, Newmar- 
ket. 

Mr. Mnyall showed a number of 
slides, some Illustrating the drying 
up of Jokes and ponds, and the 
consequent disappearance of fish. 
The water situation Is bad, he Bald. 

In describing the jroll of King 
township, Mr. Mnyall explained 

how the mixed vegetation has re- 
sulted from the movements of gin* 
cloifl, otc. Shnlo wns tho bed-rock 
of King towostflp, he said. 

Twcnty-flvo per cent of the 
township should bo forested, Mr. 
Mnyall said, which would mean on 
Increnso of 15 per cent. Haven 
hundred acres are available for 
ptuntlng. Haven hundred acres of 
trees would mean n million trees, 
planting 1,800 to tho acre. 

"Two or three stnnll nurseries arc 
needed to old In the project," the 
speaker explained. Theso would be 
lined to house tho small trees before 
planting and to acclhuatl/o certain 
plants. 

Mr. Mayall showed pictures Illu- 
strating the poor pnsturolnmltt and 
the effect on trees of being 
tramped down by cattle. When Die 
new sho.ots nrc tramped down, the 
tiees die at tho top.

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HIGH SCHOOL EXTENSION 

- 

Apparently most property-owners are opposed 
to an extension to the high school building for 
the teaching of shopwork and household science. 
The by-law was defeated decisively. We are very 
sorry, because we thought it was a progressive 
move. Following announcement of the result of 
the vote, we discussed the outcome with quite 
a few citizens, to the increase of our own infor- 
mation. We learned several things. 

What The People Think 

One opinion we heard was that people were so 
heavily burdened with taxes that no money by- 
law would carry at the present time. Another 
thing we learned is that quite a few factory 
workers were of the opinion that the new courses 

would be of no practical value. The opinion 
seemed to be that the shopwork would just turn 

a young fellow's head, and prevent him from 

learning quickly when he did start work in a 
factory. Another thought was that, in these days 
of putting older men on the shelf, it was asking 
a little too much to have a workman pay taxes to 
train someone to take his own job. The two ideas, 
both to be found on the street, are contradictory, 
but both helped to kill the by-law. 

Not Enough Information 

Another thought that we heard was that the 
high school board had not started soon enough to 
acquaint the public with the proposal. A number 
of people with whom we discussed the question 
thought that many people had not understood the 



make a success. There are lots of boys and girls 
who will not benefit from the study of Latin or 
French, who could get some real education out 
of a judicious mixture of English, arithmetic, 
geography, history, and shopwork or household 
science. The shopwork will not make a skilled 
tradesman and the household science will not 
make an experienced housewife, but we doubt 
that any woman in this town would say, as some 
factory men have said about the shopwork, that 
household science training is of no value. There 
is many a man wishing his wife had studied the 
household arts in school, and there is many a I 
woman wishing that her husband had had a j 
chance in school to find the trade he was really J 
suited for.

Three addresses have been delivered in my 
hearing during the past week. The Hon. Norman 
McL. Rogers, federal minister of labor, spoke in 
the first civic forum of the season at Pickering 
College. "Rev. E. J. Thompson of Aurora spoke 
on 'The World Outlook for Christianity Today" 
at a conference of Anglican young people in 
Newmarket. Dr. Jack Lind, medical missionary 
from China, described conditions in that country 
at a chapel service in Pickering College. 

Months removed from the heal of political 
controversy, the civic forum did not attract the 
attendance which a visit from the federal minister 
of labor deserves. It was an experience to hear 
a scholarly public man speak of public affairs 
without the silly little bickerings of a campaign. 
Questions and statements from the audience dur- 
ing the discussion period were aimed at the prob- 
lems under consideration rather than arousing 

either support or opposition. It is indeed regret- 
table that such a moderate and thoughtful 
approach could not mark our elections. 



An auto load of voters is passing our house at j 
the present moment on its way to the polls. We 
are having a municipal election.

last-minute publicity made some afraid that 
something was being "put over." 

Board Still Right 

That's what we heard. And here's what we 
think. The department of education under Dr. 
Duncan McArthur, deputy-minister of education, 
has been progressive and has offered a new cur- 
riculum in public and high schools which is 
receiving a real welcome from students, teachers 
and parents. We think that our high school board 
did the right thing and the only thing in asking 
the town council to put the proposal for additional 
accommodation before the ratepayers. We think 
that the high school board should not be discour- 
aged or offended because a majority of property- 
owners, many of them without any interest in the 
school, voted against the expenditure. We be- 
lieve that the high school board should arrange 
for a full discussion of this subject during the 
coming year, and ask for another vote as soon as 
there is evidence of a. swing of opinion. 

Fre« Can Help 

There is one particular in which we believe that 
the high school board has been at fault in the 
past, and we speak of it more freely because we 
know that the members of the board agree. There 
has been no effort to have the press attend the 
meetings. Objection was made to the presence 
of the editor of The Era at a high school board 
meeting within the last two years. A vote was taken 
on whether he was to remain but a majority of 
the board favored the presence of the press. That 
established the right of the press to attend, but 
there was still no way of the press knowing when 
there was a meeting. The Era has been repre- 
sented at three or four meetings since then, the 
last one before the end of the last school year. At 
that meeting, in response to a request from The 
Era, the board gave instructions that the press 
should be informed of ail meetings and that facili- 
ties should be provided for reporting. We have 
not received notice of any meetings since that 
time, and so we presume that there have been 
no meetings with the exception of a short' meet- 
ing last month called in a hurry. (Incidentally, 
when a council meeting is called at half an hour's 
notice the local press is always informed.) Now 
we feci that the high school board could have held 
several meetings since last June, with the local 
press present, and have discussed the pros and 
cons of .the new courses and the proposed wing. 
We believe that the result would have been better 
informed voting and a great many more "ayes* 
on Monday.

Keep Public Informed 

Practically all the members of the high school 
hoard will agree with what we have sold. It is a 
Jot easier for a public body to. carry on public 
business in a satisfactory way wnen the public is 
kept informed of the problems, suggestions and 
discussions before the public body concerned. 
What were the facts which presented to the high 
school hoard made that body unanimously in 
favor of the new wing? Wouldn't those same 
facts, if presented in the same way at the same 
time, have made a majority of Newmarket's 
property-owners in favor of the project? 

Courses Will Come 

* 

In conclusion, we would like to say a word on 
the merits of the new practical courses. As one 
man said, we should do everything possible to 
help young fellows get a start In life. No doubt 

there would be some young fellows who would 
take the courses and then think that thoy knew 
everything, but thore.would bo others who would 
be helped to find the calling of which they would 



Each candidate blames someone else for the ills 
of the municipality. By evening one is more 
confused than when the process began. One 
wonders if there are any issues; one wonders if 
any of the candidates should be elected. One 
wonders if behind the scenes township govern- 
ment is passing into the hands of county and 
provincial bodies and trained engineers. 

Dr.. Thompson brought a message of tolerance 
and of participation in citizenship. He pointed j 
to weaknesses in the growing European dictator- 
ships. On the other hand he emphasized the 
importance of some of their objectives. He urged 
that we cannot afford to judge them hastily for 
their shortcomings and rush to attack their sys- 
tems. Much better to build into our democracy 
the finest citizenship which our Christianity can 
devise. Dr. Thompson reminds us that nearly 
half the people of Canada are not of British origin. 
We, who are of British stock, would do well to 
recognize the contribution which various racial 
and national groups can make to our national 
development. There is yet hope in this country 
for that freedom, tolerance and justice which has 
run as a dream through our history. 

Dr. Lind emphasized the needs of the Orient 
China has forty million people suffering from 
tuberculosis. She has one hundred million 
refugees who wander homeless in a war-torn 
country. Our ten million people, scattered along 
a strip of continent, seem insignificant in number 
when compared with China's hordes. "Chinese 
papers criticize the Japanese army," said Dr. Lind 
in a conversation after his address, "feeling is not 
stirred against the Japanese people and on no 
account are Japanese civilians to be bombed by 
Chinese planes." There is still hope that the 
forces of peace in Japan may prevail upon the 
militarists to cease depriving the Japanese masses 
of their living in order to spend huge sums on 
the destruction of China. 

The number of informative meetings and the 
number of good books available for the people of 
this area is very great. But we have gone only 
a little way in "so quickening the public sense of 
civic duty!* that numbers of the people will come 
to grips with vital social problems; Europe and 
Asia in their turmoil offer little hope of sane 
democratic leadership in a chaotic world. The 
responsibility upon us increases. We simply must 
take a* more active and more intelligent interest 
in public affairs.

Found guilty of possessing a 
still; Thomas Foster, East Gwill- 
imbury township, was sentenced 
to six months in jail and in addi- 
tion was fined $500 and costs, or 
an additional six months, by 
Magistrate W. F. Woodiiffe in 
police court here on Tuesday. 
Foster was convicted on a similar 
offence in November, 1936, and 
his appeal was not granted. J. G. 
Edison, Toronto, was defence 
counsel for Foster, while K. M. R. 
Stiver represented Fred Hollings- 
head, Holland Landing, on the 
same charge. 

The charge of possessing a still 
laid against Hollingshead was 
withdrawn, as were three other 
charges of possessing mash and 
spirits and distilling liquor. The 
three other charges laid against 
Foster were adjourned for hear- 
ing two weeks. 

Foster and Hollingshead plead- 
ed not guilty to all four charges. 

Constable Vern Williams, the 
first witness called, stated that 
he was making an investigation 
at Holland Landing this fall. 

"I submit that what the officer 
did a week or month before the 
still was found is not relevant to 
the case," objected Mr. Edison. 

"Very well, your objection will 
go on the records," stated the 
magistrate. . 

"On Tuesday afternoon, Oct. 

18, Constable Watt and I were 

going through the woods between 
the old Holland Landing road 
sn4 the river," continued Con- 
stable. Williams. "We found a 
milk can that smelt strongly of 
brew, an old fire with plates on 
it, and an old barrel sunk in the 
ground, and these objects led us 
to believe that distilling was 
going on there. From Tuesday 
until Friday we kept the place 
in the woods under observation 
and saw no one there until Fri- 
day, Oct 21. On that day I drove 
my .car uo X^^-> and left it a 
gcaricr of a mile away and Watt 
remained in it I went into the 
woods and saw some smoke issu- 
ing up through the trees, so I 
walked up to within 200 feet of 
where I could see a fire burning 
in a clearing. I war on the path 
directly north of the fire and had 
a very good view of the scene. I 
recognized Foster and Hollings-

i head, as I knew both previously. 

' Hollingshrad was tending the fire 
and Foster was handling a milk 
can at the south part of the still, 
which was set up in operation 
over the fire." 

The milk can, a copper boiler 
with a funnel on the top, a 
length of lead pipe which fitted 
in the funnel, and a copper 
worm, were all identified by 
Constable Williams as the equip- 
ment ho had seen over the fire. 
All the articles were put in as 
exhibits. 

"I thought that Foster had seen 
me from the clearing so I started 
to run down the path toward the 
still," stated Constable Williams. 
"Hollingshead ran into the marsh 
and I couldn't catch him, so I 
followed Foster who had gone 
into the bush carrying an axe. I 
caught Foster 150 yards up the 
path and told him be was under 
arrest. He raised the axe in a 
threatening manner and I en- 
gaged with him and took it away, 
but he still refused to come with 
me. Rather than use too much 
force, I let Foster go on to his 
house and I said I would meet 
him there. I went back to the 
clearing and started to dismantle 
the still and then Constable 
Watt came along and assisted me. 
We carried the parts to the car 
and brought them down to the 
police station here, where they 
were locked in the vault. Seizure 
labels were placed on the arti- 
cles." 

"How long have you been on 
the police force?" asked Mr. Edi- 
son. 

"About five months," stated 

Constable Williams. 

What did you do before that?" 
I object to these questions, as 
they have nothing to do with the 
case," stated N. L. Mathews, K. 
C, crown attorney. 

"On the previous day when you 
were in the bush you found only 
a barrel in the ground and the 
remains of a fire?" "Yes." 

"Don't you often find the re- 
mains of fires in the bush?" 

"No." 

"Are there any houses near the 
bush?" 

"Tom Foster's house is on the 
corner of old Yongc St. and the 
Queensvillc road." 

"How far back from the river 
bank was the clearing?" con- 
tintied defence counsel. 

"About 150 or 2*0 feet," an- 
swered Constable Williams. 

"What was the previous 
arrangement you had with Walt 
for him to enter the bush?" 

"If I was not out by 10 a.m., he 
was to come and see what the 
matter was." 

"I suggest that you didn't place 

Foster under arrest at all?" 

• "I did," stated Constable Will- 
iams. 

"I suggest that you never saw 
the men at the clearing?" "I did." 
"I suggest your whole story 
has been fabricated?" 
"H is the whole t.uth." 
"Who put out the fire?" 
"Constable Watt and I did." 
"How close were you to Holl- 
ingshcad when you say you saw 
his foce?" asked Mr. Stiver. 

"I was about 200 feet away 
from him," answered Constable 
Williams. 

"Was Hoilingshcad arrested?*' 

"Yes, at a later date by Con- 
stable Walt." 

"Did you not stop Hollings- 
head one day when he \va.-: 
driving Foster's truck and ask for 
his permit?" "Yes." 

"Why didn't you arrest him 
then?" "I didn't have the war- 
rant with me." 

"Did you go to Foster's house 
to look for him?" asked Mr. 
Mathews. 

"Yes, but he was not at home." 

"Wc had Foster's house under 
observation after the still was 
found but wc couldn't find Tom," 
stated Constable Watt. "On Oct. 
26, Constable Williams and I 
were driving on a sideroad in 
East Gwillimbury between the 
fifth and sixth concessions when 
wo saw Foster driving a team of 
horses with a load of gravel on 
the wagon about 200 feet away. 
As soon AS my car came over a 
knoll, Foster jumped off the 
wagon, dropped the reins, 
climbed over a fence and started 
to run across a ploughed field. 
We ran after him and yelled at 
him to stop, and Constable Will- 
iams fired three shots in the air 
but Foster continued on and wc 
lost him in the woods." 

"I suggest that the crown is 
trying to bring out another 
charge that my client was escap- 
ing custody," objected Mr. BUI* 
son. 

. "1 think you're right," slated 
the magistrate. "I'll rule ngainst 
the other ovUlenco." 

"Is Constnblo Williams a mem- 
ber of the K.C.M.P.?" asked Mr. 
EdUon. 

"I have no knowledge of it," 
answered Constable Watt. 

"Can you suggest when the 
equipment got In the clearing if 
you hod the place under obser- 
vation every day' before you 
made the seizure?" 

"It must have hern brought 
(hero on the 20th after wc loft 
or early on the 21st." 

"Did you over visit Hollings- 
hend's house?" nsked Mr. Stiver. 

"Only the night I arrested 
him." 

Corporal Douglas Cannlff, H. 
C.M.I*., said that ho had examin- 
ed the equipment and that It was 
fiuitnnle for manufacturing spir- 
its. Corp. Cnnulff stated that ho 
had been in that lino of work for 
12 years and that ho examined 
between 50 and 75 stills in a year. 

"flow many times has n still 
been brought into a court and 
yet the magistrate has ruled It 
hi not a still?" asked Mr. Edison. 

"I can never remember that 
happening" answered Corp. Con- 
niff. 



"At this point I will move for 
dismissal on two grounds," stated 
Mr. Edison. "First, the officer 
who is the complainant must be 
an inland revenue officer under 
federal law. He can be a R.C.M. 
P. officer but not a member of 
the York county police force. 
Secondly, the crown has not 
made out any case of possession, 
as the only evidence was that 
given by Constable Williams that 
he came into the clearing and 
saw the equipment." 

"I am going to deny your 
motion for dismissal on the 
charge and ask for the defence," 
stated the magistrate. "Constable 
Williams was the informant in 
this case, but the charge was laid 
by Constable Nichol, R.C.M.P." 

"Do you think Hollingshead 
has been sufficiently identified to 
go on with the case?" asked Mr. 
Stiver. "Yes," answered the 
magistrate. 

"You are a well-known char- 
acter in this part of the coun- 
try?" asked Mr. Edison. 

"Yes," answered Foster. 

"The officer stated that he saw 
you in the clearing in the bush?" 

"f was not there that day." 

"Where were you that day?" 

"I was on my own property 
with my axe cutting wood just 
beside a fence when I saw the 
constable coming. He asked me 
for my axe and said he would 
leave it at my house and went 
on into the bush." 

"Did the equipment found in 
the clearing that morning belong 
to you?" 

"No." 

"Did Williams put you under 
arrest?" "No." 

"Do you know that bush well 
where the still was found?" 

"Yes." 

"If Constable Williams was 
250 yards away from you, would 

he be able as he said to catch 

you?" "No," answered Foster, 
and the answer caused laughter 
throughout the courtroom. 

"Did you see any smoke in the 
bush?" asked Mr. Mathews. 

u No." 

"Had you finished cutting your 
load of wood when the constable 
j came along and asked for your 
axe?" "Yes." 

Hollingshead testified that he 
was around home the day that 
the still was found and that he 
was not at the bush. 

"Have you ever been in trouble 
before?" asked Mr. Edison. 

"No." 

"Then you are not one of the 
suspected parties in this dis- 
trict?" "No." 

Hollingshead stated unden 
cross-examination by Mr. Math- 
ews that he had never seen a 
still but that he lived at Holland 
Landing for 25 years. When ask- 
ed if he had ever been in court 
before. Hollingshead answered 
he had been drawn into a liquor 
cose a few years ago but that he 
had only seen part of a still at 
that time. 

George Hoilingshcad, a son, 
testified that his father was at 
home working the day the still 
was found. 

Constable Watt, when recalled 
to the stand, stated that the only- 
wood they found cut that day 
was some fence rails which had 
been placed around the fire and 
that they didn't see any place 
where there was fresh cut wood. 

"Why were you looking for 
wood?" asked Mr. Edison. 

"I wasn't," answered the con- 
stable. "I was looking for Tom." 

"I won't bandy words with you 
any more," replied Mr. Edison. 

Constable Williams, when re- 
called to the stand, stated that 
he never asked Foster for the 
axe. When asked by Mr. Edison 
if he was interested in the case 
for financial reasons, Mr. 
Mathews objected to the question 
but the magistrate allowed it to 
stand. The constable stated that 
he had never been on a case be- 
fore when a conviction was ob- 
tained, so he didn't know wheth- 
er he would be paid or not. 

Mr. Edison stated that the 
crown had not made out n case 
of possession, and that the evi- 
dence of Constable Williams was 
unsatisfactory and shouldn't be 
relied on by the court. The 
magistrate disagreed and stated 
that ho found Foster guilty of 

the offence. 

Convicted on a charge of illeg- 
ally catching fish with a gill net, 
Alfred Port, Georghm Island, 
was fined $10 and costs of $2.75. 

Port stated that he thought 
that Indians were allowed to fish 
anywhere with gill nets. 

Game Warden Ernest Prosser 
slated thnt Indians were only 
allowed to fish with gill nets on 
the reserve. 

For failing to report on acci- 
dent, in which .only his own car 
was involved, to the police, 
Lome Avis, Aurora, was fined 
$10 and costs. 

County Constable A. McCnl- 
luin testified that a culvert west 
of Sutton had been moved seven 
inches by A vis's car, which ho 
found at a garage as a total 
wreck. The value of the car was 
about $125, the constable said. 

Avis testified that something 
happened to his steering-wheel 
and the car wont out of 
control and hit the culvert, but 
that ns only his own car was in- 
volvcd ho didn't tell the police, 
hut he told his uncle, John Craw- 
ford, clerk' of Whitchurch town- 
ship, about it. Crawford stated 
he got In touch will the county 
engineer but that he was not able 
to learn the value ot the damage 
to the culvert. 

Gordon Shropshire, Nowmnr- 
ket, no dog license, $2.50 and 
costs, complaint laid by Welling- 
ton Curtis. 

Mrs. Geo. Brown, Ncwmnrket, 
no dog license, adjourned one 
week to see whether or not the 
dog Is still living. 



George Edwards, Sunderland, 
speeding, $8 and costs, 45 m.p.h., 
charge laid by Constable Ken- 
neth Mount, Newmarket. 

Gerald Martin, Pcnetanguish- 
ene, speeding, $15 and costs, 
charge, laid by Provincial Con- 
stable A. O. Ferguson; 

Two charges of reckless driving 
and having liquor in an illegal 
place laid against Frank F, Bar- 
ber, Toronto, were dismissed by 
the magistrate. Mr. Richardson, 
Toronto, was defence counsel. 

Constable Ferguson said he 
found a car in the east ditch on 
Yonge St. near Holland Landing, 
and the top and fender were 
badly damaged. Then he went 
to the hospital to see the driver, 
Mr. Barber, and the two other 
occupants of the car. Mr. Bar- 
ber smelled strongly of alcohol 
at the hospital, the constable 
said. On going back to the scene 
of the accident he found several 
skid marks on the highway.

He had 
a drink before lunch at the cot- 
tage but that was about 3 p.m. 

Miss Plummer also told the 
same story as Mr. Barber. 

"I believe that an emergency * 
existed and that the accused has ' 
explained the skid marks and 
that under the circumstances he 
did all that was possible to avoid 
an accident," stated the magi- 
strate.

when the premium rose to $1,275, 
came up for renewal at the coun- 
cil meeting on Monday night. - 

"There are only two other class 
'A' towns in Ontario, besides 
Aurora, as far as fire insurance 
rating is concerned," R. Poole, 
speaking for the company rep- 
resented by Hugh Bowman, 
stated. "It is unfortunate that a 

town with such a record in (ire 

insurance should have to pay 
more than 50 cents per person 
for liability insurance. 

"This year we offer you a re- 
newal at a substantially reduced 
premium and we expect to offer 
a similar reduction next year." 

The company for whom Mr. 
Poole was speaking had had the 
insurance this year and had re- 
duced claims paid to $4, discus- 
sion revealed. In the past six 
years claims paid by the former 
company had averaged $1,443 per 
year, Councillor George Baldwin 
pointed out. Last year the 
claims paid under the former 



company were over $5,000, and 
as a result the premium had 
steadily climbed, it was stated. 

The premium asked by the 
company this year was $1,000, a 
reduction of $275. Other bids, 
all for an English insurance syn- 
dicate, were for a premium of 
$937.50. 

The $937.50 bids came from J. 
M. Walton, D. M. Galbraith, and 
W. C. Curtis. 

The bid of $937.50, through the 
agency of J. M. Walton, was ac- 
cepted, and the insurance is now 
in the agency which has handled 
it in the past, with the exception 
of the present year.

Getting Free Water 



Check- Up Will Increase 

Town Revenue $50, 

Says Reeve 



"About a dozen" water services 
were found to have been used 
for an indefinite time without 
cost. Reeve J. A. Knowles told 
the council on Monday evening, 

"We recommend that all plumb- 
ers be requested to get permits 
when installing new services and 
when making alterations, and 
that thoy be notified by letter 
of this decision." the reeve re- 
ported, as a result of his com- 
mittee checking over a survey 
made of the town's water ser- 
vices. 

'•Would it be possible to have a 
penalty attached?" asked Coun- 
cillor Dr. E. J. Henderson. 

"There would have to be a by- 
low," Mayor Dr. C. R. Boulding 
pointed out, stating that he 
doubted the value of the 
recommendation unless sorrie pen- 
alty were attached for failure to 
comply with it. "We have only 
one more meeting," he said. "We 
could recommend it to the new 
council. 

"In making this survey, we 
found quite a number of people 
who had alterations mode to 
their homes and plumbing ser- 
vices, who were stilt being billed 
at their former rate," the reeve 
continued. "The town has been 
losing quite a b'it of revenue 
from this source. There are 
quite a few people, about a 
dozen, who have never been 
charged for water. They have 
been charged now. 

"There is a question of whether 
or not these people should be 
charged for some arrears," he 
stated.

national income is to assure the 
whole home market to home 
manufacturers. Another view is 
that the least interference with 
the natural movement of trade 

the better. 

"In this matter of tariffs our 
policy is one of compromise and 
moderation. If you are going to 
think in terms of a united income 
for cast and west, you must re- 
ject extremes of high tariffs or 
low tariffs. You must avoid 
placing unreasonable burdens on 
primary industries, particularly 
agriculture, which must bear the 
tariff burden, as agriculture dis- 
poses of its products lit world 
markets." 

Mr. Rogers cited as major 
achievements of the. King gov- 
ernment the trade treaty of 1035 
with tho U. S., the present agree- 
ment with the U. S. and Britain, 
and "trade agreements with half 
n dozen other countries." 

High tariffs were not necess- 
arily good for industry cither, 
Mr. Rogers argued. "A tariff as 
high as Hainan's gallows menus 
nothing lo industry if agriculture 
Is not prosperous," he said. 

"People come, to me saying we 
could manufacture this article or 
that article in Canada if we had 
protection or a subvention," con- 
tinued the minister, "You can't 
produce products unnaturally 
without somehow, sometime pay- 
ing tho cost. Wo could grow 
oranges In greenhouses in Can- 
ada, but isn't it better for us to 
grow the things we ehn grow 
best, and exchange them with 
others for the products they can 
grow best?" 

Discussing "unemployment and 
social reform," Mr. Rogers said 
that relief rolls had been cut in 
two stneo 1035, lit sftlto of 75,000 
uddUtonol young people coming 
on the labor mnckct each year. 
This improvement, Mr. Rogers 
said, w«a duo to tho govern- 
ment'a trade policies, -but "we 
have not yet reached our goal."

ally of the dominion-provincial 
youth training plan, rising out of 
the work of the National Em- 
ployment Commission of wihch 
Mr. McCulley was a member. 

Ontario had not token up its 
full share of this money, but 
some of the western provinces 
had asked for more than their 
original allotment, said Mr. 
Rogers. 

"A million dollars was spent 
in 1037, and a million and a half 
dollars in 1038," said Mr. Rogers. 
"In the first year some 60,000 
young Canadians received special 
training, in forestry, mining, 
house-building, form mechanics, 
motor mechanics, household 
science, learning things that 
would make them more valuable 
citizens." 

This educational work for 
adults resembled work being 
carried on In the Scandinavian 
countries, and would spread very 
rapidly in this country, said Mr. 
Rogers. 

Mr. Rogers spoke of constitu- 
tional adjustment and national 
unity. The domlnion-provinciol 
relations commission was ap- 
pointed, he said, because "we 
believed that only truth could 
make us free of prejudices." 

"The Liberal party has always 
taken its stand on the side of 
peace, as long as peace could be 
maintained on terms of honor 
and of freedom " said Mr. Rogers, 
turning to his final topic. Can- 
ada's role was to work for peace 
as a member of the Britltsh Com- 
monwealth, as a member of the 
League of Nations and Oil this 
continent In close association 
with the United States. 

In the forum which followed, 
A. 13. Hodgetts. of the college 
staff, asked If It hadn't been 
liberty and honor which had 
taken Canada into past wars. 
"What would the Liberal party 
have done if the last crisis had 
pul England into war?" 

"The quest Ion of pence Is 
bound tip with national unity," 
replied Mr. Rogers. "Whatever 
is said or left unsaid should be 
in relation to national unity. It 
is not advisable to make n com- 
mitment in advance as to neu- 
trality or definite participation." 

"Organized selfishness In high 
places," was Mr. Rogers' nnswor 
to the question why men had 
turned nwoy from International 
trade, 

In answer" to a question from. 
Ixonard Herman, King, Mr. 
Rogers said that under the dom- 
inion-provincial youth training 
plan farmers in the west were 
receiving $5 a month for training 
young formers and the young 
men were recolvng $7.50 a month 
nn<T their board. 

R. C. Swerdfeger told the 
minister that In Quebec courses 
In consumer co-operation were 
being conducted under the plan. 

In answer to Joseph McCulley, 
Mr. Rogers said that If amalga- 
mation of railways was ever 
brought about, he personally 
would favor public ownership. 

Mr. McCulley also nsked why 
the radio fee had boon increased 
to $2.50. Col. Mulock interjected 
that ho had had to oppose this 
move in the house. Mr. Rogers 
laid that this had been necessary 
to secure money to carry out 



commitments about erecting 
broadcasting stations in various 
parts of the country.

"I have colled .this meeting on 
my own Initiative to allow the 
candidates to speak freely and 
the people to hear the town 
problems discussed at leisure," 
stated Reeve Dales. "We do not 
have time at the nomination 
meeting to tell the work of 52 
weeks in five or ten minutes." 

"It Is unfortunate that not 
many of last year's council are 
present, as I would have liked 
to speak about the water and 
the assessments," stated Mr. 
Lundy. "A man in office should- 
n't use his position or let anyone 
else be used for him to gain 
benefits for himself. I welcome 
the opportunity of a contest for 
the various offices of the town as 
I believe it is the proper way of 
testing public opinion. 

"When we have the time it is 
well that we let ourselves be 
candidates, so the public will be 
given nn opportunity to express 
themselves. There should be 
new material In the council, as 
each new group has different 
Ideas about how the business 
should be carried out and they 
should be given a chance to try 
out their ideas. If I am elected 
1 will render tho best service 
possible." 

"For many years the assessor 
here has been just going from 
one book to another" stated Dr. 
Dales. "I hope that the assess- 
ment here can be so fixed that 
property can be put on the mar- 
ket for sale without the taxes 
being too high. My own assess- 
ment was lowered this year but 
the assessor discovered an act 
made four years ago which en- 
titled all doctor* to a 15 per cent 
discount off their business tax 
and we doctors have put up with 
It for all these years and the 
town owes each of us money. 
Some of tho doctors didn't even 
know the act was in existence 
till the assessor discovered it. I 
have never Instructed the assess- 
or lo change or fix any assess- 
ment, as I have no business to 
advise him and tho mayor and 
the council havo no right either 
to advise him. If a man is ap- 
pointed for tho Job he should he 
worthy enough to do it alone. 

"I have boon told that my son 
was n stool pigeon, as he asso- 
ciated with the police officers, 
This Is entirely wrong, as the 
officers havo never used any of 
my family for that purpose. We 
have no night patrol car hero 
and I have lent my r«r willingly 
and generously all year to every 
officer w)m needed it. I Was told 
that the officers have been buy- 
ing my gas, but that's entirely 
wrong. This is a dirty campaign 
and we should get away from 
these things."

tho bono had knit it was found 
that the splint had left his hand 
useless. He stayed on in the hos- 
pital to be under a nurse's care 
while he tried to regain the use 
of his ' hand. He made a trip 
downtown one day, caught pneu- 
monia and had a narrow escape 
from death. He got quite well 
again, but continued to make his 
homo at the hospital. It was a 
real home lo him and he enjoyed 
it thoroughly. On one occasion 
he sent down to the florist and 
had roses sent up for every 
nurse on the staff. He had a 
photographer come up to the 
hospital and take a picture of the 
nurses, presenting a copy to each. 

Mr. Bogart was a lovable char- 
acter and his death breaks a link 
with early Newmarket. 

In a paper partly prepared by 
Mr. Bogart, which appeared in 
The gra of Oct! 6, a story of the 
Bogart family is given. One sen- 
tence is quoted, concerning the 
selection of larif"; at Bogarttown 
by John Bogart, Sr.: "The Dutch 
instincts of the family were 
evinced by their selection of land 
that was crossed by an unfailing 
stream of running water that 
allowed them to dam the same 
and erect thereon a small saw- 
mill in 1805 and in 1B0G a grist- 
mill, the bed-atone of which is 
prized as a pioneer relic by K, A. 
Bogart, a great-grandson, mul Is 
now placed in the corner of his 
home lot on Prospect and Pear- 
son Sts., Newmarket." , 

ICdgar Bogart was the son of 
Sarah Jane Caldwell and Moses 
Bogart. One of his first jobs was 
as bookkeeper at the Parks 
Leather Co. tannery, which was 
situated where the Dixdti Pencil 
boiler-room now stands. 

He entered the Ontario Bank, 
located where Simpson's now 
is. lie was t r a n s f c r r o d to 
Kingston about HI05, and was 
away for four or five years. Ifoj 
came bark lo Newmarket with 
the Ontario Bank, which became 
the Bank of Montreal. Ho was 
transferred to n Toronto down- 
town branch as' accountant and 
remained there until retirement 
over a decade ago. i 

As a youth ho attended the 
Christian church Sunday-school 
and later as a young man was 
secretary of Trinity Methodist 
Sunday-school. Still later, he 
was identified with St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian church. 

Mr. Bogart was an artist of 
considerable ability and a skilled 
penman. It was said also that he 
could plan or design a building 
with amazing exactness. Ho was 
as exact and as methodical in 
everything He ilitt as his father 
before him. His father was at 
one lime in business in Bogart 
& Davidson, whore Briinton's 
now is, and subsequently in the 
business of Bogart, & Allan, 
whore the A. & P. store now Is. 

Nearest surviving relatives are 
first cousins: Mterlin L, Bogart, 
KdKcloy, Snsk,, and Mrs, N. J, 
Bondhouse, Newmarket, children 
of John Willson Bogart; and 
Fred and Frank Bogart, Toronto, 
sons of Joseph Bognrt.
